was the principal speaker.

Dr. ‘fao was accompanied by 
Arnold Roberton of Calgary; rep- 
resenting the Canadian League 
for Peace and Démocracy.

Tao expressed his pleasure for 
the “welcome accorded him, and 
impressively outlined the love of 
his country for peace and democ- 
racy. He added, the Chinese 
were a peace loving people, but 
they were forced to fight for 
their very existence, which was 
being jeopardized by an aggres- 
sor nation. 

We likened his visit to the 
Niagara Falls, which gave music 
io his ears, as a great waterfall 
orchestra, the gigantic force 
being brought together from 
little drcps of water until it 
reached an irresistible force. and 
that’s how China was welding 
itself to cope with its enemy— 
Japan,

Dr. Tao, in a humorous way, 
told his listeners: of the different 
customs which existed in China, 
but said Chinese and. Canadians 
had two things in common=a 
love of peace and a belief in 
democracy. .

Tao slated that civil war 
hina. heen banished from the 
country and her forces are all 
uniting under the commend of 
General Chiang kui Shek to re- 
sist allack. The population also 
is becoming more unificd and the 
morale rising 10 ineet the situa- 
tion. They have a system of re- 
lay teaching, through which all 
persons must share their learning 
with all whom they contact. Even 
children of minor age were help- 
ing to educate his people in a 
unified effort. 


Explains Defence’ Details 


He. expiained how ammunition 
to carry on their resistance 
against the attacking forces is 
obtained. Guerilla warfare, which 
they termed their mobile army, 
attacked the weak points of the 
Japanese army, carrying off 
tanks, machine guns, ammunition, 
elec. Upon their retreat these 
men post up placards telling the 
Japanese soldiers, who, Dr. Tao 
believed, are kept in the dark by 
their war-makers, the truth about 
the war. They are therefore 
accomplishing two objectives -— 
that of teaching the Japanese 
soldiers what is'really going on, 
and obtaining ammunition. 


He also advocated boycotting 
Japanese goods, thereby decreas- 
ing Jupan’s purchasing power. 
Formerly Japan had four good 
customers,, i.e., China, which no 
longer buys her’ goods; the 
United States, whose purchases, 
the speaker claimed, had dropped 
fifty per cent; India, which has 
determined to do her own weav- 
ing, and is mobilizing to boycott 
Japanese goods, and the British 
Empire, and Dr, Tao ‘said he had 
seen evidences in various sections 
of London of the determination 
of the English to stop using Jap- 


anese goods. War-makers, he 
stated, are united, and various 
‘peace organizations ought to 


combine their strength and pie- 
sent a united front. 
Describes Fascist Acts 

Mr. Roberton spoke of the acts 
of aggression perpetrated by the 
Fascist nations in Ethiopia, Spain 
and China, which have made a 
black page in history, and urged 
that Canadian pecple bring pres- 
sure to bear upon the Canadian 
Governmest to stop the ship- 
ment of minerals which go into 
the manufacture of war materi-

HE resolution presented in the Provincial 


House recently calling for a reduction in the 
number of seats in the Legislature from 63 to 53 
has dicd on the orde® paper, ‘That is to be re- 
gretted, It is a needless expense to keep 63 mem- 
bers to govern, this Province with a population of 
over 700,000, while Saskatchewan finds that 53 
members are perfectly capable of governing its 
Province with a population of over 900,000. 

Why should Alberta pay fors63 members in 
the House,: when 53 could do the job equally as 
well? The saving by doing away with ten seats 
world amount to much more than the $20,000 paid 
annually in indemnities to these ten members. 
Overgovernment has long been a point of conten- 
tion in Canada, and the sooner the costs of legi- 
slating are reduced, the sooner will the govern- 


ments be able to decrease the burden on the tax: j 


payers. >. 

Even 53 seats seems high for one Province. 

Surely the people would be equally as well repre- 

- sented in the House if- the number of seats were 
halved. Provincial governments have not so much 
to do that they must have 63 members to do it. 
Their powers are limited, and rightly so, by the 
Dominion Government, For. the 63 members in 
the House at present, the taxpayers pay $126,000 
annually. If this figure were reduced to approxi- 
mately $60,000, constructive work could easily be 
found with the money saved. 

The Provincial Government should be con- 
gratulated for introducing a resolution calling for 
a reduction in the number of seats in the House, 
and at the same time, condemned for allowing 
‘that resolution to die a natural death. 


An Equitable Tax = 


OLLS are once more gaining favor in the 


» United States: Several projects have been 
completed in, that country, | and the cost of build- 
ing and. upkeep charges are being met by the per- 
sons Who benefit by and use those public works. 
The cost of erection of the famous Golden Gate 
bridge in San Francisco was met by issuing 
bonds, to be paid hack from the receipts from the 
toll tax, which is paying the interest on the bonds 
and steadily reducing the principal. 


Admittedly it is a tax, but it is one of the 
fairest and most equitable forms of taxation yet 
- devised, The people who use the public works 
pay for them. - What could be more just? 
Think of the possibilities of a toll tax system 
in Alberta. . Let us take the Banff-Jasper highway 
as an example. The Government pays a certain 
percentage of the original cost, and the balance of 
the expense is met by floating a bond issue, the 
interest and the principal of such an issue to be 
paid through the receipts of a toll tax te be col- 
lected at the entrance to the highway. The sys- 


lem is working satisfactorily at Banff National . 


Park, where all motorists and tourists are stopped, 
and the sum of $2.00 extracted from them before 
they enter the park, 

A similar gate to be placed at the entrance 
of the Banff-Jasper highway would go a long 
way towards decreasing the burden of. taxation 
on the citizens. ‘Tourists, both Canadian and from 
outside countries, who enjoy the scenery of the 
highway, would pay for the privilege of so doing; 
and after all, why should Alberta and Canadian 
citizens pay for the construction of a highway, 
when. only a small percentage of them will ever 
use it? 

The system is working out satisfactorily in 
the United States. It is working out satisfactorily 
in many cases in Canada, and there is no reason 
why a larger number of public works could not 
he erected in Canada under the toll tax system. 


A Long Rocky Road 
|S depen from the battlefields of Asia would 
tend to show that all is not well with the 
troops of the Rising Sun in interior China. Gueril- 
la warfare carried on by Chinese behind the Jap- 
anese lines is extracting a heavy tol from Jap 
outposts. Morale of the Chinese people seems 
higher at this time than at any time in the past 
fen years, and the Japanese high command is wor- 
ried over the protraction of a war which the 
Island Empire can ill afford. 

Chinese claim a victory in the Taeirehwang 
district, a viefory that is substantiated by foreign 
sourees and denied by the Japanese. Just how 
long the Japanese can keep an army of 250,000 
in the fieid is far the future to decide. World 
economists predict an economic and political col- 
lapse in Japan within a short time. However that 
nay be, the Japanese are facing a protracted war, 
and they are facing it without the support and 
allies. Mussolini and Hitelr, who are 
with their own troubles without 
sticking their noses into China. It is likely that 
the Japanese Emperor will rue the day he ordered 
his troops to China.

was to create an illusion, thereby making you 


see something different from that which, other- 
wise, you would see. 


Since the war, camouflage seems to be get- 
ting highly perfected in every-day life, our finan- 
ciers, our politicians, etc., ete, use it to the Nth 
degree. It is nothing so common as lying, nor is 
it that form of deception which is so aptly desig- 
nated as “pulling the wool over ‘a person’s eyes.” 
No, it is not quite that, The reader, or the. list- 
ener becomes a part of this game of camouflage 
by being the person, very often, who construes 
this and that from a speech read or heard, | 

Reading an excerpt printed in this paper on 
March 3Sist, from “The Financier,” headed 
“Muddling Through,” I wondered how many 
people would be more muddled by the camouflage 
tactics of those few paragrphs. It is somewhat 
on a ‘par with the gist of Mr, Beverley Baxter’s 
broadcast of Tuesday, April 5, when he “thanked 
God for profits.” It certainly gave one an insight 
into how deeply entwined are Conservative and 
financial interests. Mr. Baxter, Canadian-born 
member of the British Parliament, is, I’m afraid, 
losing his impartial Colonial “slant,” and becom- 
ing the most conservative of Conservatives. Be- 
cause the Conservative party is the most powerful 
in England, and the majority of its members im- 
mensely wealthy, and because it is led by the sec- 
ond son of the great “Joe” Chamberlain, is no 
good reason for everyone to swoon with awe at 
their machinations. 

One may well ask, whom does Engiand’s 
muddling affect but themselves? But another 
European war will be felt by every mother’s son 
in Canada. 

At present I could wager that England is not 
the most feared in Europe, but the best- hated. 
Contrary to the traditions of the British Empire, 
wherein England’s word has been her bond, when 
making treaties, now the other’ signatories are 
none too sure what England will do. No more 
honest British Bulldog growling “I’ve signed, and 
I stay with it.” No, sir, the game is being played 
very differently now. 


Let us digress Sn a moment. Years ago Hit- 
ler wrote a book entitled “Mein Kamp{” (My 
Struggle), which, 
taken seriously enough. He. told us of his plans 
to mould all the German minorities- into one 
whole, Knowing this, England enters into a 
ireaty to support Czecho-Slovskia if attacked. 
Hitler’s plans are put into effect; Austria is an- 
nexed; Czecho-Slovakia is brought into the lime- 
light: Hitler demands recognition of the German 
minorities within her confines. Czecho-Slovakia 
asks her allies, France, Russia and England, what 
they are going to do about it. . The first two re- 
affirm their loyalty, but England, by way of Mr, 
Chamberlain, gives a fine speech, which is the 
acme of perfection in the art of comouflage. “He 
didn’t say yes, he didn’t say no, but maybe you 
know” what he intended. .France doesn’t know 
where she stands, neither does Russia, nor Loyal- 
ist Spain. Belgium-is not too sure, but it is sig- 
nificant to note that she apparently no longer feels 
obligated re the Ethiopian debacle. In fact, the 
wavering tactics of England have strengthened 
the hand of Italy so much that the majority of 
countries who formerly refused to. recognize 
Ttaly’s conquest of Ethiopia (Belgium included) 
all got busy and sent envoys to Home acknowl- 
edging the King of Italy as Emperor of Etbiopia. 

The countries of the world have lost their 
faith in England. The paragraph quoted stated 
that “England may muddle, but there is science 
in the way she muddles, and the results speak for 
themselves.” How can there be a_ science in 
muddling, unless it be underhand and rotten deal- 
ing, foreign to British ideals? The results most 
certainly do speak for themselves. What do we 
see today?—-England, and all that she represents, 
the plaything of dictators, hated by enemies, dis- 
trusted by friends, vacillating, steadily backing 
down. “Muddling through!” Yes, England has 
muddled through, or rather the true picture has 
been so camouflaged in the past, that we have 
come to accept it as true, that the results of 
muddling through have heen good, ‘They have 
been good, to a certain minority of the population, 
but the man in the street has paid in blood, poor 
housing and starvation wages. 

Many may, and do, decry Neville Chamber- 
lain, but he has not “suddenly become everawed 
by the fuhrers and duces”.—this state of mind has 
apparently been growing on British statesmen for 
a number of years. Had Britain backed the United 
States when Japan entered Manchuria, many of 
the troubles that have since arisen would never 
have taken place, 

To whom has this temporizing been bene- 
ficial? Probably the financiers have been the 
chief beneficiaries. Trade is better. And what 
price must we pay for this? The final reckoning 
will be that in a few years England wil) be faced 
with the strongest bloc of nations the world has 
ever .scen, all under Fascist domination, and she 
will be unable to stand against them, She will 
have to choose, no more camoufiage, no more 
side-stepping, no more muddling—she will have 
to make her choice between Fascism and Com- 
munism. In either case she will be wiped out, 
and “who lives if England dies?”

DAIRY POOL QUESTION 


Alhambra, March 24, 1938.

Dear Sir—Ih your issue of Mar. 


24 appears an open letter from. 


Mr. N. A. Larsen of Cloverdale, 
BAC, Mint with Central Al- 
be¥ta, Dairy Pool affairs which 
requires an answer. I will es- 
teem it a favor, therefore, if you 
will publish this repby 

The first part of this letter 
deals with the position of the 
Pool at the end of 1934, and it is 
fairly and honestly. described, as 
should be expected since Mr. Lar- 
sen wrote about things of which 
he had personal knowledge and 
a great deal of responsibilty. I 
know of one who will deny 
Mr. Larséy any of the credit due 
him for the excellent position of 
the Pool af that date. 


But at bg time he ended. his 
conncctiom with this organization 
and retired to well earned rest 
and resp upon bis British Co- 
lumbia estate. Since then he Kas 
had no ive, connection with 
any cream@ry enterprise. He has 
not been back to visit us since 
June, 1935, and any knowledge 
he has of happenings, conditions 
or practices prevailing in the 
Central Alberta Dairy Pool since 
his departure must be gleaned 
from correspondents, casual visi- 
tors and financial reports. His 
opinions, ‘then, of what has hap- 
pened since his departure need 
not, without offense, be consid- 
ered as authoritative and exact 
as his statement of conditions 
prevailing prior to his departure 
to Britsh Columbia. 

I wish, then, only to deal with 
a few of his statements of what 
has occurred since 1934. 

It is true that the 1935 volume 
fell 700,000 pounds from 1934, and 
it is equally true that the volume 
was regained in 1936 and held in 
1937, in spite of diversion of milk 
to the Red Deer plant. I cannot 
accept his statement that the 
cause of the reduction in 1935 
was that we did not maintain a 
high enough initial price for 
creanr, The records do not bear 
the assertion out. According to 
the analysis sent members at the 
end of 1934 (Mr. Larsen’s last 
year), the average price received 
for butter was 21.3 cents. The 
average initial price paid for 
cream was 15.89 cents.. One cent 
dividend and one cent participa- 
tion were issued, making average 
final settlement 17.89 cents and 
keeping for the business 3.41 
cents per pound on all butter 
sold. In 1935 the average price 
of butter seld was the same, 21.3 
cents; the average initial pay- 
ment was 15.33; the final settle- 
ments was’ 4 cents cash and /% 
cent participation; the final 
settlement was on a hasis of 19.83 
cents, retaining for the business 
1.47 cents per pound. With but- 
ter at the same market level—the 
difference in the initial price be- 
tween 15.89 and 15.33 cents—a 
difference of .56 of a cent, can-

700,000 
pounds. I know, Mr. Larsen 
knows, and all his good friends 
and supporters in your country 
know, that the drop in 1935 was 
a defiberately engineered boycott. 

As for the 1935 profit, it is a 
fact and has been freely admitted 
by the writer in open conyention 
that about $10,000 was attribul- 
able to the butter Mr. Larsen left 
in store in 1934. As for the 
$6,000 surplus Mr. Larsen refers 
to, he either does not know or 
overlooks the fact that in  addi- 
tion to the $48,000 disbursed as 
dividends, more than $6,000 was 
disbursed in redemption of par- 
ticipation. The other $4,000 he 
refers to was not used to swell 
the profit, but carried as a liabili- 
ty in coupons outstanding. 

In 1936 the average price re- 
ceived for butter was 22.33 cents. 
‘The average initial price was 18 
cents—the dividend declared (and 
‘not paid) was 3 cents—participa- 
tion % cent. df this dividend 
is not paid, the return already 
made to the shipper leaves. a 
spread for the business of 41-3 
cents—.92 of a cent more than 
was retained in 1934 and .11 
cents more to the shipper than 
the final setthkement made by Mr. 
Larsen. If it is paid, the final 
return to the shippers for the 
1936 season would be within .83 
of a cent of the total price re- 
ceived for butter as against 3.41 
in 1934 

Let us be fair. Mr. Larsen 
says that under his regime he 
made $300,000 profit in 10 years, 
from approximately 12,000,000 
pounds of butter, of which a little 
less than half was distributed in 
dividends. That works out at an 
average rate of about 4 cents per 
pound butterfat. Is it not right 
to assume, therefore, that that is 
a normal one and that the new 
manager was only following in 
Mr. Larsen’s footsteps when he 
made similar profits in 1935 and 
1936? If! so, the fault charged 
to the new manager, as far as 
butter production goes, is that he 
tried to be too liberal with the 
members and give them more 
than the business could afford, A 
close scrutiny of our position at 
the end of 1936 will show that 
that was not the case if it had 
not been for the Condensery at 
Red Deer. Ah, the Condensery! 

Admitting that the cost of 
erection, of equipment, the 
amount of working capital re- 
quired, and the sales resistance to 
be overcome, were all greater 
than the manager estimated, ad- 
mitting that it has been a heavy 
strain upon us, precipitating as 
it did, a cut price. policy for 
evaporated milk from our opposi- 
tion there, together with a price 
war on butterfat prices at our 
creameries and an outbreak of

“Oh, it was just an sverage 


winter.” 


Have you ever heard anyone 


use such a commonplace expres- 
sion as “average’ ‘in recalling 
past winters? I haven't. 


Of all 
the people who talk about’ the 


weather—and that includes most 
of us when we can find nothing 
else 


to. say—some delight to 
dwell on ‘frigid seasons, some on 
California-like Decembers, but 
not a single one speaks of a nor- 
mal winter. The remembered 
winters may be recalled as hot 
or cold; extremely calm or biiz- 
zard-racked—but no recollection 
of a middle way is permissible, 

So I know that I om setting 
sail on an uncharted sea when [ 
flout tradition by stating that the 
winter of 1937-38 was just an- 
other winter, nuich like the rank 
and file of seasons that have held 
Central Alberta in their icy grip 
during the winter mojiths of at 
least 31 years—and probably long 
before records were kept. 

Far be it from me to deny that 
the winter, as a whole, was. ex- 
tremely pleasant; but although 
we had periods of mild weather, 
temperatures over’ a period of 
even one month averaged close to 
normal. We had no unusually 
warm weather, and no prolonged 
periods of severe cold. Compared 
with the. mountainous peaks and 
valleys of the 1935-36 winter tem- 
perature chart, the graph of the 
monthly temperatures from No- 
vember, 1937, to March, 1938, is 
a smooth, undulating prairic trail. 

November and December, al- 
though they brought little severe 
cold, were each about five de- 
grees below normal in tempera- 
ture, The peak temperature for 
November was 57 degrees, and 
the low mark. was 18 degrees be- 
low zero. December brought a 
high of 47 degrees above zero and 
a. chilly 32. below on Christmas 
Eve and Christmas night. 

January and March tempera- 
tures were’ slightly above nor- 
mal, with Fehruary 10 degrees 
lower than average. The mer- 
cury reached 41 ‘degrees below 
zero in Pecige but slid almost 
_as far. back, siopping at 89. de- 
grees below. February brought 
its full quota of shivers, 1hé tem- 
perature. dropping considerably 
‘below zero each night for the 
first three weeks The lowest 
reading. was. 37 degrees below. 
But in its last week, February re- 
lented and gave:us: a high. read- 
ing of 58 degrees above. 

One Real Cold Night 

Only one night: in March 
brought a below: zero reading, 
and then it was only one below. 
But despite this lack of severe 
cold weather, the average 
for the month was only six 
degrees. above normal, due. to 
the fact that no unusually mild 
weather was experienced. And 
when the records for the five 
months are averaged, the mean 
temperature for the past winter 
is found to be about one degree 
below normal. Who. could ask 
form a more representative win- 
ler? 

The year 1938 has, however, 
given considerable additional im- 
petus to the reputation of Sunny 
Alberta, as in all three months 
there has been more than usual 
sunshine. In fact, March gave us 


+21 extra hours of undiluted sun- 


shine. 

Snowfall for each month was 
below normal; we received an 
average of 5.90 inches each 
month, as against a normal of 
6.80 inches for this period. How- 
ever, as the frost had scarcely 
penctrated the ground in many 
places, and as the thaw has been 
gradual and there has been little 
run-off as compared -with other 
years, there is no need for alarm 
about the moisture situation. 

In wind velocity, February 
was the’ only month that was not 
higher than usual. Fortunately, 
however, only two or three 
severe wind-storms occurred 
when the ground was kare, 80 
that there was little soil drift- 
ing; and also, serious snow drift- 
ing occurred: only a conple of 
times during the winter. 

In case you necd more convine- 
ing that the past winter was just 
an average season, there is a bar-

The seventh, 
expected to be a special session 
in late summer, is now in pros- 
pect, and there still are periodic 
rumors that a general clection

If the election were to be 
called, it is supposed in circles 
close to the Government, it would 
follow, an‘ be based on, the de- 
cisions of the Privy Council on 
the three bills which are being 
referred to the Supreme Court of 
the British Enpire—the Press 
Act, the Bank Licensing Act and 
the Bank Taxation Act. ‘There 
are also the questions of the Fed- 
eral right of disallowance of pro- 
vincinl statutes, and the right-of 
a Ljeutenant-Governor to  with- 
hold assent to provincial legisla- 
tion, On all of those five points, 
the Supreme Court of Canada 
ruled against the Alberta govern- 
ment last month. 

The session just closed saw. the 


see us, 

In closing, let me’ say. one 
word. We have been quareiling 
among ourselves for three years 
now, over managers.

time record for an Alberta Legi- 
slature, and belicved to be.a rec- 


ord. for any Canadian Legisla- 


ture, “The vast majority of them 
were amendments to present acts, 
and many of them were minor 
amendments. In all, 102 of the 
bills were passed, the other dozen 
died by the wayside during the 
nine-week séssion. 

Almost a score of the acts that 
were passed had te do with new 
taxation; the net increase in the 
burden on the Province’s taxpay- 
ers during 1937 and 1938, as a re- 
sult of the session, was estimated 
at $600,000, of which the chief 
items were these : 

Many Tax Increases 

Increase Of $100,000 from the 
income tax act amendments, 
boosting rates on. compantes 
doing. business in the. Province. 

About $100,000 new revenue 
from increased rates under the 
Succession Duty Tax act. 

Another $100,000 under the new 
Securities Tex Act, levying two 
per cent on first, second and 
third mortgages. 

Increase of about $44,000 in the 
faxation on trust and loan com- 
panies through increased rates 
under the Corporation Taxation, 
act. 

Further tax of $105,000 on 
banks, for a total of $220,000 a 
year in provincial levies in addi- 
tion to municipal and federal 
taxation. There are fears in Ed- 
monton that this neW increase in 
bank taxation, gauged, by branch- 
es, may cause the closing of some 
of the many branches in the 
Province which have been oper- 
ating: at a loss. 

Then the wild lands tax. of two 
cents an nere, estinated to yield 
*45,000 during the next year, and 
expected to force much new land 
into production. 

And the new mineral lands tax, 
expected to yield $50,000 through 
a levy of a third of a cent per 
acre on all minerel rights. 

But the outstanding new tax 
uet of the session was that pro- 
viding for a production tax, by 
which the Government gave itself 
authcrity to claim seven per cent 


of all agriculiural products pro- Y 


duced in the Province. 

It is the same type of tax that 
has heen in force in the Soviet 
Union (Russia) for years — and 
hardly anywhere else. It is re- 
garde) by authorities: as a pen- 
ulty on production, because the 
more real wealth a farmer pfo- 
duces in godds, for the benefit of 
the state, the heavier he is taxed 
by the state. 


The Alberta act is to be re- 
ferred to the courts by the Gov- 
ernment itself in order to test 
the validity of the segislation, and 
in any case will not be enforced 
this year, members of the cabinet 
told the j.cgislature. The Gov- 
ernment said that the idea is to 
make the production tax a substi- 
tute for other taxation, but there 
was nothing explicit in the act 
about doing away with other 
taxation on farmers when the 
production tax is enforced. It 
was noted, also, that the new tax 
applies to farmers alone; it is not 
to be enforced against any other 
industry and bnsiness in Alberta 
It was observed that with en- 
forcement of the: production tax 
the Government would be sure of 
collecting, in produee, the taxes 
levied against farmers who in 
the past have not been paying 
taxes in money, 

Brings in Report 

The Social Credit Board report 
was brought into the House in 
the dying days of the session, and 
the Government side ignored a 
motion from the opposition 
benches to discuss it. Thus there 
was no consideration of Social 
Credit Board acti vities or 
achievements. 

Also left dangling in mid-air as 
the session closed was the move 
to reduce the size of the Legisla- 
tur. Hon. Lucien Maynard had 
brought in a resolution to cut the 
membership of the House from 
63 to 53, but the motion was al- 
lowed to “die” on the order 
paper us the House prorogued. 
Thus ended the resolution adopt- 
ed by the Legislature a year ago, 
asking the Governmnt to bring 
in, this year, legislation to cut the 
size of the House and the number 
of paid cabinet ministers. 

The reason for the collapse of 
this year’s resolution, it was 
stated in legislative circles, was 
that members of the Social Credit 
caucus who were leaders and 
supporters of the insurgency a 
vear ago were afraid that they 
would be the ones who would be 
depriyed of their seats if the 
Government were allowed = to 
change constituency boundaries.
